Egypt calm over shah’s arrival, 
Iran says hostages’ cause hurt

U.S. special envoy to the 
autonomy negotiations Sol 
Linowitz went on to Cairo 
yesterday for talks with Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat on what the 
American emissary described 
as "five or six basic, fundamen- 
tal critical issues" which still 
have to be resolved before an 
Israel-Egypt accord is reached 
on a self-governing authority in 
the West Bank and Gaza strip. 

“As usual, we have agreed that 
we shall continue to give momen- 
tum to the peace process." said 
Sadat after the first round of talks 
In Cairo. 

He added that he and Unowltz 
had resolved to meet again after 
autonomy negotiators from Egypt. 
Israel and the U.S. meet in Alexan- 
dria on Friday. 

Linowitz left for the Egyptian 
capital from Jerusalem, where he 
announced at a press conference 
that the parties have begun “to fill 
the concept of full autonomy with 
i substantive activities.” 

He said that current deliberations 
suggested that the parties were no 
longer “talking about empty words 
but about an autonomy system that 
has real substance to it.” 

Linowitz. who met three times In 
three days with Premier Menahem 
Begin as well as with other govern- 
ment leaders here, said there "has 
been heartening and significant” 


agreement on a considerable 
number of powers which would be 
transferred wholly to the projected 
self-governing authority in the 
territories, and not only procedures 
affecting the establishment of that 
authority. He declined to name the 
remaining points of conflict which 
he meant to discuss with Sadat 
after debating them with Begin, 
saying; "I will not for obviouB 
reasons want to go Into specifics.” 
But they were understood to Include 
questions of legislation and 
economic practices, land ad- 
ministration, security 

arrangements, and whether East 
Jerusalemites should participate in 
the autonomy vote. The American 
emissary yesterday confirmed that 
East Jerusalem as such was not be- 
ing subjected to autonomy 
negotiations, but rather the Incor- 
poration of its Inhabitants In the 
autonomy mechanism. 

”1 said Jerusalem is not the issue. 
It is quite true that the status of the 
Arabs in East Jerusalem is an 
issue." Linowitz said. 

He noted that it was the question 
of the. inhabitants that “the Egyp- 
tians have indeed put on the agenda 
for discussion." He added that both 
Israel and Egypt “understand that 
we'U have to take a look at that at 
some point during negotiations." 

Linowitz disclosed that he dis- 
cussed with Premier Begin "the 
possibility" of freezing the es- 
tablishment of settlements in the 
territories, and added that the re-

Shah complains of 
Israeli silence

A team of White House and State

Slim majority opposes 
settlement in Hebron

TBL AVIV. — A narrow majority of 
the public opposes Jewish settle- 
ment inside Hebron, according to 
the Maroh Jerusalem Post poll con- 
ducted by the Modi 'in Birahi 
Applied Research centre among a 
representative selection of 1,800 
adults. 

Question: In your opinion should 
Jewish settlement be allowed hi 
Hebron? — Yes — 48.8 per aent. No 
— oi.i per cent. Do not know — 2,8 
percent. 

According to centre director 
Amir am Yarkoal, an analysis of the 
result shows that there _is little 
difference In replies given by men 
and women. However, the higher 
the social economic statue of the 
respondents, the greater was hie or 
her opposition to Jewish settlement 
in Hebron. 

Thus, 44.1 per cent of those in the 
low-income group supported the 
idea, while only 40.6 per cent of the 
higher Income group held such a 
view. 

Similarly, 62.9 per cent of bluer 


collar worker* favoured this idea,' 
prith enthusiasm declining higher 
up the occupational scale. 

Likewise, while M*i per cent of 
those at the' bottom of the 
oduoatlon&l scale favoured the 
Idea, only 81,6 per rant of university 
graduates thought that way. 

Some 68.1 per cent of the 18-92 age- 
group favoured the Idea while only 
81.6 per oant of the 61-plus age 
group were for It. , . 

There was a marked division 
along communal and religious 
lines: 5fl.7 per cent of Sephardim 
supported Hebron settlement while 
only 34.9 per cent of those of 
Ashkenazi origin supported the 
idea.- 

Among the religious, support was 
62 per cent, with the number drop- 
ping to 34.7 per cent among secular 
people polled. . 

An analysis according to party 
found the following correlation of 
support: T'hiya — 100 per cent, 
Likud — 61.64 per cent, NRP — 71.4 
per cent, Aguda Bloc — 68.6 per 
cent. Labour — 36.4 per cent, Shal- 
Dash Democrats — 14.8 per cent.

StUl no permanent home 
for Egyptian embassy here

TEL AVIV. — The Egyptian Em- 
bassy in Tel Aviv, temporarily 
located at the Hilton Hotel, has still 
not found permanent offices here, 
m&lttly because of high rentals. 

Until recently, embassy officials 
were negotiating for a lease on the 
Arm on Hay ark on Hotel on Rehov 
Hayarkon. but the Egyptian foreign 
ministry did not approve of the high 
rent — SB ,000 paid two years In ad- 
vance — and other leasing terms. 

The embassy staff, which is still 
waiting for final Instructions from 
Egypt on the Armon Hayarkon 
Hotel, hopes to move to permanent 
offices as soon as possible, First 
Secretary Ahmed Goma said 
yesterday. 

Meanwhile, Ambassador Sa'ad 
Mortada is having trouble with the 
Kfar Shmaryahu villa he picked as 
his residence. The lease on the villa 


was ready far signing between the 
villa's owner and Mortada when it 
was discovered that the villa is on 
Jewish National Fund land and 
therefore cannot be subleased. 

The Israel Lands Administration, 
which handles JNF lands, is mak- 
ing efforts to overcome this legal 
hitch at the request of Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, it was 
learned. 

A large number of American, 
English and Australian diplomats 
reside in Kfar Shmaryahu villas. 

“The reasons for not renting the 
house to Mortada are not political. 
The authorities here are very 
cooperative. But apparently one of 
the neighbours in Kfar Shmaryahu 
decided to make trouble and raised 
the Issue of the law," an Egyptian 
Embassy source said yesterday. 

A number of embassy officials 
have already found homes in the 
Tel Aviv area. 


Big jump in high school enrolment 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

For the flnit time In years, the 
number of the country's high school 
pupils has ‘'substantially In- 
creased,'* according to a survey 
published by the Education 
Ministry yesterday. 

Ministry sources attributed the 
growth to the Institution of free 
10th, nth and 13th grade schooling. 

The study, conducted by ministry 
planning department head Moshe 
-Egozl. to cheak the effects of the 
free high school law passed by the 
Knesset In 1978, found that the 
number of 10th to 12th graders 
jumped from 107,778 pupils last, 
year to 118,228 this year. The 
previous year saw an inoreaae of 2,- 
200 . 

Of the past year's 8,480 inoreaae, 
some a.ooo went into aoademlo high 
eohoale, which over the two 


previous years have had almost no 
growth rate. There was an Increase 
of 2.600 in vocational secondary 
schools. 

Most of the increase, according to 
Education Ministry Director- 
General Eliezer Shmuell, resulted 
from a reduction In the number of 
drop-outs (4,100 pupils) rather than 
from a larger 15-18 age group. (1,- 
400 pupils). 

The drop-out rate in the high 
schools fell in the past years from 
14.1 per cent in 1078 to 11.8 per cent 
this year. The major decline- In the 
drop-out rate occurred in grades U 
and 12.

Navy rescues 
stalled yacht 
under fire

An Israel Navy patrol boat under 
terrorist fire successfully ex- 
tricated a stalled yacht on Sunday 
which had drifted toward Tyre. 

According to military sources, 
the yacht Marina left the Klshon 
port Sunday morning for Cyprus- 
Some two hours out to sea the! 
yacht's engine broke down. The six 
men on board attempted to proceed 
under sal! but were unsuccessful. 

Seeing that they were drifting 
toward the Lebanese coast, they 
radioed for help. . 

The navy dispatched a Dabur- 
claaa patrol boat to tew the vessel 
back to Israeli waters. But about a 
kilometre from shore, the naval 
vessel was fired upon, presumably 
by terrorists based in Tyre. 

The patrol boat returned fire and 
succeeded in towing the “Marina", 
out of range and, eventually, back: 
to Haifa. 

Reports from Beirut yesterday 
stated that Israeli gunboats pound- 
ed the Palestinian camp at- 
Raahldiye, south of Tyre, 

Palestinian sources claimed they 
had stopped an Israeli troop lan-'- 
dlng In the area late Monday night.

Four young women have so far* 
been convicted for having sub- 
mitted false affidavits about their, 
religious way of life to secure ex- 
emption from army service, Depu- 
ty Defence Minister Mordechol 
Zlporl told the Knesset yesterday.

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Soviets okay Afghanistan talks 


TEHERAN. — The Soviet Union 
has agreed in principle to regional 
negotiations to solve the crisis caw- 
ed by Its military Intervention in 
Afghanistan. Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeb said 
yesterday. . , 

But U.S. intelligence officials 
said that the Soviet forces in 
Afghanistan are building up their 
troop strength in a further effort to 
seal the border with Pakistan and 
cut off rebel routes into the country. 

Ghotbzadeh told reporters that 
the idea of regional talks was an 
Iranian Initiative put to Am- 
bassador Vladimir Vinogradov 
about three weeks ago. The am- 
bassador had since given Moscow a 
agreement in principle, the foreign 
minister said. 

■■Obviously, the aims of such dis- 
cussions would be the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanista n , the 
respect and guarantee of territorial 
integrity and neutrality and ob- 
viously non-interference from out- 
side and fUie right of) the Afghans 
to decide what kind of government 
' they want,” Ghotbzadeh said. 

He said such talks would involve 


the Soviet Union, the Afghan 
government, what he called the 
Afghan freedom-fighters. Pakistan 
and possibly China. 

"But I should like to make it quite 
clear. Ghotbsadeh added, that If 
such negotiations tall and the Soviet 
troops continue to stay In 
Afghanistan, we are going to give 
everything we possibly can as help 
to the Afghan freedom fighters to 
fight for their own rights. 0 . 

Ghotbzadeh said no assistance 
would be given to any groups which 
were being -supported by the U.S. % 
In Washington, U.S. officials said 
the Joint Soviet-Afghan forces had 
scored some successes in eastern 
Afghanistan, hut that the rebel 
forces had faded away Into the 
mountains and were not defeated. 

One official said the Soviets do 
not have enough troops to per- 
manently dose the border, which 
he described as "porous.” 

The officials said there was con- 
tinuing evidence of violent 
resistance in the major eastern 
Afghan city of Jalalabad and that 
rumours of another anti-Soviet 
general strike were circulating 
through Kabul. 


Tha rebels apparently are 
waiting until mid-April, when the 
roads are generally free of snow, to 
resume hit-and-run attacks on the 
Soviets, the officials said. 

Britain meanwhile has said that 
many non-aligned countries were 
showing interest in a proposal of 
European Economic Community 
members to make Afghanistan 
neutral and non-aligned. 

A Foreign Office spokesman told 
reporters: “The British and others 
have discussed the proposal with 
n um erous non-aligned countries, 
more of which are showing interest 
in it." But he did not name the coun- 
tries. 

Britain has discussed it with In- 
dia. and the proposal has been sup- 
ported by the Association of 
Southeast Aslan Nations — 
Malaysia. Singapore, Indonesia, 
Thailand and the Philippines. 

The proposal was originally 
made by Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington, and last month en- 
dorsed by the eight other Common 
Market foreign ministers. It has 
been backed by the U.S., but the 
Soviet media has strongly criticised 
it. {Reuter, UPI)

NEWARK, New Jeraey (UFI). —

LEARN TO communicate requests 
and state grievances to your spouse 
In unambiguous terms. If you feel, 
you need extra help, ask for It. 
Don’t start the conversation with, 
\ “You never...” 

Requests and grievances should 
be stated clearly and limited to the 
topic being discussed. Quarrels and 
arguments should not be allowed to 
Incorporate Irrelevant material. 

. nor should they be allowed to es- 
calate because of previously mis- 
understood (or unstated) 
grievances. 

. This is part of the. no-no which 
enjoins against, misplacing anger. 
The caricature of the . man who 
kicks the dog because he’s mad at 
his boss is funny because It’s true. 
Under normal circumstances 
husbands and wives take such flak, 
providing each other with a chance 
to blow off steam to safety.

presence of chronic discomfort. 

If a person lives with a sense of 
guilt or the burden of respon- 
sibilities from which he sees no Im- 
mediate relief, his natural response 
win be resentment, anger, self-pity 


‘or all three. With such emotional 
baggage one cannot be expected to 
exercise restraint in the face of un- 
deserved abuse. 

• Another parental need — a very 
legitimate one — to sharing ex- 
periences with others. People differ 

r atty in their desire and ability 
handle their problems alone. 
Many parents find a great deal of 
help in meeting with persona who 
share similar problems. There are 
councils for exceptional children, 
groups of parents without partners, 
and a recent organization on the 
American scene which brings 
together parents of homosexuals. 

1 ONCE WORKED with a group of 
14 parents whose adolescent and 
young adult children were also in 
therapy. The group contained two 
single parents (one a widow, one an 
abandoned husband) and six 
couples. Of the couples, one was 
divorced. one separated 
(undecided), and a third was con- 
sidering divorce but was deterred 
by the unusual needs of their 19- , 
year-old daughter. These parents 
were ' upper-middle-class 
.professionals, none of .whom had a 
psychiatric or criminal history. 

, . j The child group all had school dif- 
ficulties. Some had spent time In . 
psychiatric units and two had police 
records — one for vandalism and 
one for a homosexual offence ; 
against a child.. 

In 20 or 30 meetings the parents 
discussed their own feelings of 
failure; shame and humiliation vis- 
a- vis relatives and neighbours; and j 
their negative feelings towards 
their very difficult children, 
feelings which ranged from 
helplessness to repugnance. Itz'j 
their relationships with each other , 
all the parents were agreed that 
their child’s condition was a major : 
factor in their own disagreements. | 
It created financial difficulties, 
humiliating conditions in the 
neighbourhood (four families had 
moved In tbe search for a different i 
school and social environment), 
and quarrels over how to handle the 
problem child. 

The parents also agreed that \ 
handling a problem child is a two- 
parent Job and that their major 
source of support in times of crisis 
was their spouse. And they were un- : 
anlmous in feeling that they had not i 
done enough to comfort and unders- ' 
tand each other, and that the home 
atmosphere could have been 
signifioantly improved had they ( 
■done more. 

If I had to formulate a “survival 
procedure” for parents coping with 
unusual problems, I would learn 
from that group of parents and say 
only; “Be kind to each other.” 
The basic relationship in the 
family must not be eroded to tbe 
point where it suffers Irreparable 
harm. Don't be romantic about tbe | 
notion that parents who face 
problems together will have a 
stronger relationship because of the . 
problems. The relationship will im- 
prove only If the partners work at

Noam, who leaves his Ud sub- 
machine gun at home when he goes 
to Hebron replied: 

“We've never thought about it. 
We don’t believe it will happen. The 
stronger tbe Jewish presence to 
town, the less the danger. The 
Arabs won’t fight the master. They 
only act when they fed there Is no 
master." 

But how c an he expect Israel to be 
“master" if the Arabs obtain local 
autonomy? 

“We hope and believe the 
autonomy plan won't materialize,” 
he replied, "but if it does, we won't 
recognize any autonomous Arab ad- 
ministration. There will be chaos 
and bloodshed on both sides. H’c will 
move through Hebron to enforce 
law and order.” 

Israel's government, army and 
police should remain there, he said, 
“but if they won't, we will not shirk 
the battle." 

Asked about an eye-witness 
report that settlers were obtaining 
weapons to fight tbe autonomy plan, 
he was evasive. “Naturally a fron- 
tier settlement requires weapons to 
defend itself," was the only com- 
ment he would make. 

Noam said it was not practical to 
advocate displacing Arabs to make 
room for Jews, but he objected to 
the military government leasing 
Jcwish-owned homes to Arabs. Ir. 
the long run the Arabs would have 
to choose between allegiance to 
Israel or getting out of Palestine. 

"I'm not talking about depor- 
tation," he pointed out, but about an 
exchange of population In a humane 
manner."

Treasury to collect record 
lS3.5b. in tax this month

The Treasury is making substan- 
tial efforts to Inject no money what* 
soever Into the economy this 
month, the last In the fiscal year. 

The- Treasury, among other 
things, hopes to collect IS70m. from 
the sale of Its part of Bank Tefahot 
to Bank Mizrahi. It also plana to ex- 
tend tax collection and to stop 
government purchases of non* 
esscntlnl products. 

It has been learned that Finance 
Minister Yfgael Hurvitz has re- 
quested permission this week from 
the Knesset finance committee for 
the sale or Bank Tefahot to Bank 
Mizrahi, so he can receive the 
money as quickly as possible. It Is 
unclear, however, whether the 
committee will find time this week 
to consider the request. 

Treasury accountant-general 
Eltan Raff has forbidden all 


government offices to make 
payments this month to anybody 
SAve for food, fuel and medicines. 
Pcbts to building contractors have 
been frozen and contractors will 
have to wait until next month tor 
their money. They wJU receive 72 
per cent interest for the postpone- 
ment. 

The tax authorities, who had re- 
quested a postponement of further 
tax raids because they were 
’’overworked.*' In the words of one 
Treasury official, were asked to 

continue their tax-collection effort 
until the end of the month. 

Indicative of the taxmen’s Inten- 
sive effort in recent weeks Is the 
fact that of 1,200 company accoun- 
tants. treasurers and directors 
suspected of withholding taxes, 
some 900 have already been 
questioned. 

The Treasury predicts that a 
record ISS.Sb. or more in taxes will 
be collected this month. 


Sheraton hotel scouts HU campus for 
staff nine months ahead of opening

The new Jerusalem Sheraton is 
due to open In nine months, but the 
chRin is already sending its 
recruiting agents to the Hebrew 
University campus for staff. 

A spokesman for the hotel sold 
that it has no intention of actually 
hiring the students now, but it 
wants to create an atmosphere in 
which they will be anxious to work 
for the hostelry. Like the Tel Aviv 
Sheraton, the Jerusalem hotel, 
located opposite Yemin Moshe, will 
be primarily staffed by students. 

The hotel, which is to have 190 
rooms. Is scheduled to be a “super- 
luxury" edifice, with nine elevators 
and only about five rooms without a 
view. The rooms on the first three 
floors will have walled patios and 
be directly accessible to the 30- 
metre high lobby. 


This means that religious guests 
can stay on ah abbot without worry- 
ing about automatic elevators. As 
another concession to the very 
observant, the entire hotel will be 
fllntt kosher. Other features include 
outdoor and Indoor swimming 
pools, a miki’c, Jacuzzi whirlpool 
baths, sauna and eucalyptus rooms. 

The eating facilities will Include a 
grill room and a "multi-national 
restaurant complex" with the 
regular restaurant opening onto a 
terrace. 

The guests will not have to 
register in the lobby, but will be 
met there by a “host" or "hostess” 
who will take them to their room, 
give them the registration card to 
fill out there, and be on hand to 
answer any questions about the 
hotel or Jerusalem In general. The 
projected room fee, for single or 
double occupancy wtthout 
breakfast. Is 377. 


Working mothers pay more for creches 


Women in industry who receive a 
Labour Ministry subsidy to help 
pay day-nursery fees for their 
children are now being, charged a 
minimum fee of I Si 65 per month for 
each 3- to 9-year-old. The new roles 
are back-dated to March 1. 

Announcing this, the ministry 
sold the maximum fee higher- 
earning mothers will pay will be 
13370. 

The hikes increase parents' par- 
ticipation by 30 per cent. The 
ministry has absorbed some 50 per 
cent of the cost Increases resulting 
from inflation.

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Mufti voices in Hebron 


IF THE FULMINATION S of Hebron’s mayor Fafad Kawaama, 
in his address at the town hall rally cn Monday, at those he 
described as nazMike Zionist occupiers, were merely foul, then 
the claims of strict Moslem ownership of the entire land, in- 
cluding Haifa, Acre and Jaffa, by Hebron’s Kadi Sheikh Rajio 
Bayud Tamimi, were positively obscene. 

Mr. Kawasma, who is no fool, surely knows better. Under any 
occupation regime but Israel's, he would long ago have landed 
in Jail, if not worse, Indeed, considering his well advertised 
affiliations, he would never have been allowed to become 
Hebron's mayor in the first place. 

Moreover, if Hebron is under Israel occupation today it is not 
because Premier EShkol, back in June 1967, set out to acquire it 
for Israel along with the rest of the West Bank. The reason was 
that the then ruler of this area, Jordan's King Hussein, made 
war on Israel, Jointly with Egypt's President Nasser. 

The purpose of that war, to which the people of Hebron, 
presumably Including Mr. Kawasma, took Uttle exception, was 
not to secure greater rights for the Palestinians within Jordan. 
The purpose was to do away with Israel, if possible, and thus, as 
Sheikh Tamimi would put it, establish the Moslem claim to all of 
Western Palestine. 

The Kadi himself appears to be an authentic spiritual descen- 
dant of the one-time Mufti of Jerusalem, a nasi collaborator is 
World War n who was the original author of the Palestinian 
tragedy. What Sheikh Tamimi is now offering his people is but 
the dregs from the poisonous potion brewed over a period of 
many years by Haj Amin al-Husseinl, 

However, only fools will Jump to the conclusion that what is 
bad for the Palestinians Is necessarily good for Israel. The op- 
posite may be the case, especially today. The questions must 
therefore be asked, why have Mr. Kawasma and Sheikh 
Tamimi spoken in the vein they did this week, which they ’ had 
avoided at least in public until now? 

The answer, presumably, is that they not only felt provoked to 
it .by the Cabinet's decision to force a '.'Jewish presence" on 
Hebron, but that they sensed a receptivity to their violent sen- 
timents — among their fellow Palestinians in the territories,

Eroding vital statistics 


THE PUBLICATION of the Statistical Abstract, reported 
yesterday, is not generally considered as the most newsworthy 
event of the year. For once it deserves some special notice. 

The Abstract reveals little that was not made public before 
but it is an eloquent reminder of the Invaluable work done by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics month in, month out, mostly in un- 
deserved obscurity. Its publication is also good occasion to 
ponder the factual basis for the country’s economic decision- 
making. 

The Central Bureau of Statistics has, over the decades, built 
up for itself an admirable reputation lor scientific excellence. 
Under the able guidance of the first government statistician. 
Prof. Roberto Bacchi, and bis incumbent successor. Dr. Moshe 
Sicron, the tradition of unbending objectivity, unaffected by out- 
side pressure, has been successfully upheld. 

Though chronically short of funds, the bureau has managed to 
build up a body Of statistics that can rank with the best in the 
world. 

The standard of quality is now in serious danger of being erod- 
ed. The Central Bureau of Statistics has not only been subjected 
to the same across-the-board budget cuts as other government 
services — its allocation has been reduced by some 11 per cent 
in real terms. This is a far larger cut than suffered by most ser- 
vices. 

In times of mounting economic difficulties the need for 
statistics becomes greater, not smaller: even to maintain a 
regular statistical coverage and a constant level of reliability 
requires more manpower and larger funds than in more stable 
times. 

The latest budget slashes will oblige the bureau to choose 
between, say, the compilation of data on causes of death and 
the collection of information on building costs. They will not per- 
mit the bureau to update and Improve its wage statistics. They 
will make the information on foreign trade more scarce and less 
frequent. Such statistics are vital for decision-making even 
when they are not termed technically 'Vital/* 

However, perhaps the single most unklndest cut of all in the 
activities of the bureau is that of ISl.7m. allocated for readying 
the 1982 population census. The resources already invested in 
these preparations, such as the test carried out in KIryat Gat, 
will go down the drain. The benchmark for much of our basic 
statistics is the 1972 Population and Housing Census. That basis 
becomes progressively weaker as it recedes into the past. 

The case of the Central Bureau of Statistics is a good example 
of the damage done by wholly indiscriminate budget cuts. Such 
cuts tend to leave a lot of fat where it might be trimmed, while 
eliminating those expenditures which politicians have little 
stake in. 

Like most politicians, including his own predecessors atthe 
Treasury, Mr. Hurvitz may feel that facts and figures only help 
addle the head. But the public does not seem to share this pre- 
judice, and its demand for data from the only source it respects 
and trusts — the control Bureau of Statistics — is already 
overwhelming the service. 
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Pr im Pi Minister Begin’s “Hebron initiative” has 
emphasized the urgent need for a credible , new leader, 
writes The Post’s SHALOM COHEN. 




Time for a change 
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THE GREATEST damage caused 
by Prime Minister Begin* s wilful 
and empty “Hebron Initiative" has 
not been the effect on Cairo, 
Washington or world Jewry. The 
greatest damage has been the loss 
of confidence In government' 

This is a price the country — in Its 
titanic struggle with overwhelming 
problems and opportunities — can- 
not afford. Other countries may be 
able to indulge in’ political 
charades. Right now, we can’t; 

But to call for the government's 
downfall without offering construc- 
tive alternatives la simply too easy. 

We have reached a paint where 
our greatest and moat urgent 
problem Is to produce a convincing 
alternative that will restore con- 
fidence In the leadership.. For 
whatever the government, there 
will still be grave problems — 
which have simple solutions only In 
the parlours of the political fringes. 

To use an old cliche, the country 
is caught between the hammer and 
the anvil: The pl&sflc hammer of 
Begin his clubmen, and the an- 
vil of Labour fratricide, pre- 
occupation with its Internal power 
struggle instead of a clear state- 
ment on how that power will be 
used to deal with the pressing 
problems that face us. 

What is needed now Is not only 
Mr. Begin ’» resignation, but un- 
orthodox solutions. The beat service 
to this country now would be tor 
President Yitzhak Navon to resign, 


and lead the way for a new govern- 
ment. 

The idea behind this is not new, but 
It has only been toyed with. It would 
be perfectly proper In the present 
emergency. - 

The wide respect enjoyed by Mr.' 
Navon In our divisive society 
favours such ah unprecedented 
move, to act' as a rallying point for 
the formation of a new government. 

But, we > add parenthetically, if 
Mr. Navon is unable or unwilling, 
then the lead for change must come 
from within the .present govern- 
ment coalition. 

Navon, as president, cannot be 
approached or sounded out — 
neither by his former ; Labour 
colleagues nor by anyone' else. He 
would have to gamble and resign 
without receiving any prior com- 
mitments. Such an act would un- 
leash a groundswell within Labour, 
overriding the machinations of par- 
ty leaders — who themselves bear 
the ultimate responsibility for 
bringing in the Begin Government 
— as well as gaining support of 
other political segments of the pop- 
ulation. 


WHAT. IS the indictment against 
Mr. Begin? The Hebron affair, 
whose concrete results are 
mythical’ and com- 

pared to the real damage at home 
and abroad, has proved the 
premier's readiness to sacrifice the 
vital Interests of the country for his 


posturing indulgences; so 
should feel

Sir, — I sincerely hope the infor- 
mation disseminated by the Peace 
Now delegation to toe United States 
was more reliable than that con- 
tained In Dedl Zucker’s letter of 
March 8 . 

The writer of the letter to which 
Mr. Zucker was responding was 
Hershel, not Ephraim Auerbach 
(not Ohrbach). Hershel Auerbach 
is an active General Zionist who 
tends to support the Begin govern- 
ment, although by no means 
wholeheartedly. He is not, and 
never was, the official Herut 
representative in Chicago, nor did 
his letter uphold ‘patriotic' policies 
of any kind. It accused Peace Now 
of appearing on a hostile Quaker 


platform and of attacking .Israel's 
policies on TV, charges not ade- 
quately answered in Mr. Zucker's 
reply. 

Ephraim Auerbach (Hershel’s 
and my father), a noted Yiddish 
poet and journalist, was a lifelong 
Labour Zionist who gave freely of 
his time and creative energies to 
furthering the cause of labour 
Israel. He came here to live in 1970, 
and although be frequently criticiz- 
ed the Alignment government of the 
time, mostly for its failures in the 
social and ethical spheres, he never 
deviated from the principles of 
Socialist Zionism. 

As a supporter of many of Peace 


Now’s positions, I believe the move- 
ment would be better served tor 
more measured responses and 
careful checking of information 
that was displayed in Dedi Zucker's 
letter. The fears of American 
Zionists about ‘going public' need 
not deter activity abroad, but they 
should be recognized as legitimate 
and dealt with in an inteDigent 
manner.
